* vince: Bur that on’ the contrary, on the 27th of 

* April 1702, it was determin’d afrefh, That the Or- 

* der and Form of Government, which had been re- 

folv’d on in the Year 1651, and obferv’d from that 

* time to the Year 1702, fhould be confirm’d anew, 

* and practis'd accordingly ; and that therefore it 

* cannot be allow’d without manifeft Injury and Grie-
